In response
to a question by any member of the public
regarding whether or not a particular low risk
person is registered with the registry of
offenders maintained pursuant to sections
589.400 to 589.425, the departments of
corrections and public safety and local law
enforcement agencies shall verbally disclose
whether or not the subject of the inquiry is
registered, the offense for which the offender
was convicted, and the location and telephone
number of the local office of the department of
corrections providing supervision.
